The Cause of the Mall Train Being Late

STesterday morning a freight train of

Being on a down grade 
the cars gained headway rapidly and 
some distance east of Truckeo collided 
with the "swing" train which was west- 
bound, causing a very bad wreck.

The engine was almost 
totally demolished and is little better 
than scrap iro'i.

27th. The last part of the month wili 
be the best ice weather in the Northern 
States, except a day or two at the be- 
ginning of the month.

THE MAGNETIC NEEDLB. 


Twenty-one years, 1850 to 1870, inclu- 


sive, the daily temperature in Chicago 
averaged 46.4 degrees above zero, and 
twenty.one years, 1871 to 1891, the aver- 
ago was 48.7 degrees. This shows that 
the temperature taken every day for 
two periods of twenty-one years each 
averaged 1.8 degrees warmer during the 
last period,

At New Bedfoid, Mass., the daily 
etnperature for twenty-one years—] 813 
o 1833 inclusive—averaged .86 of a de- 
gree warmer than for twenty-one years 
rom 1868 to 1888 inclusive. From an 
Ider record at Philadelphia the daily 
emperature from 1808 to 1828 averaged 
.5 degrees warmer than from 1867 to 
887. 
These evidences are very conclusive 
bat the climate is changing to warmer 
n the upper Mississippi valley and np- 
er lake countries and to colder in the 


Northeastern States. 
The cause can 


be none other than the westward move- 
ments of the magnetic .u.rjh pole 


In America the comlitifs ,. dii ates a 


continuous westward movem.nt of the 
north magnetic pole, but in "orlheru 
Etiropp, particularly at Lomi"n, there 
p.re indications of vacillation nud a re- 
turning to the eastward of the Ice- 
landic magnetic pole. 


It is not reasonable to suppose tha 


the Icelandic pole moves eastward 
while the North American is moving 
westward aud the electricians are de 
ceived about it in this way: 


The magnetic needle does not point 


directly toward the center of the mag- 
netic pole to which it owes allegiance 
and therefore a slight variation east or 
weat does not indicate that the center 
of the magnetic pole has moved. 


To arrive at right conclusions about 


this matter one must keep in view the 
cause that keeps the magnetic needle 
pointing northward. The cause is not 
tho north magnetic pole but the lines 
of force that surround that pole. 


Electricians say we do not know 


which way electricity moves, or if it 
moves at all its direction is opposite to 
that of matter. They would say that 
if electricity causes the wiad to blow 
the electricity and the wind move in 
opposite directions. 


I cannot understand such philoso- 


phy. I believe that electricity carries 
matter with it and that the ether of 
space flows in the opposite direction to 
the movements of electrical currents. 


All agree that a force surrounds tne 


north magnetic poles of ^e earth sit- 
uate in North Ani»;rioa Bnd northeast- 
ern Asia wV re perpetual high barom- 


are found. That force is repre- 


sented by lines, weaker as we recede 
from the pole or center, but there are 
no lines about it any more than there 
are Hues in the atmosphere. When 
these lines of force strike the magnetic 
needle it takes position at right angles 
to the lines or directly across them. 


These lines of force approximate to 


chcles with the magnetic pole as their 
center but from many causes they often 
break away from their circular form 
causing the needle to vary and this 
variation 
deceives the electricians, 


leading them to conclude that the gen- 
eral variation of the needle is changed.
